Specification

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. The limitation that each piece is provided in a plurality of sizes 

is inherently contradictory; a single piece, by definition, can nly be one size. It is not 

clear what applicant is intending to claim here, particularly given that the specification 

and drawings do not describe pieces having different shapes. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Larsen. 
Larsen discloses in Figure 1 and in the specification an educational kit comprising 
plurality of pieces where each piece has one of five geometric shapes, selected from 
the group of l-shapes, C-shapes and U-shapes. As shown in Figures 2 and 3, the 
pieces are configured to be joined to form alphanumeric characters. With respect to 
claim 2, Figures 2 and 3 of Larsen show letters which are formed using the pieces. 
Also, Larsen discloses in column 1, lines 23-25 of the specification that letters and 
numbers may be formed using the pieces. With respect to claim 3, as discussed above, 
it is not at all clear how the language is intended to limit the claim language. Rather the 
Figures and specification describe a single set of precise measurements for each piece. 
As a result, the language of claim 3 is not deemed to have patentable weight. With 
respect to claim 4, Larsen discloses in column 1 , lines 21-22 that in one embodiment 
the pieces are made of plastic. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
